Arts Council Announces Grants

The Utah Arts Council, a state 
agency of the Department of 
Community and Economic Devel- 
opment, today announced its an- 
nual grant awards for fiscal year 
1984-1985. The Council awarded 
funds totalling $860,480 to 80 arts 
organizations throughout Utah. 


The awards were made under 
the Utah Arts Council’s annual 
grants program. This program 
awards funds in discipline areas 
for projects which impact individ- 
ual communities or the entire 
state. All grants must be matched 
by the grantee on a 100 percent 
cash basis. 


According to Utah Arts Council 
Director Ruth Draper, having an 
increase in funds appropriated by 
the Legislature for fiscal year ’85 
was a welcome signal that the 


arts will move forward agian. 


“After a three year period of 
having to hold still because of a 
flat economy at home and slip 
backward because of reduced 
funding from the National Endow- 
ment, it was a welcome change to 
have some new dollars to award 
to our arts organizations,” Mrs. 
Draper commented. 


“The biggest problem for the 
Arts Council was the need to 
provide additional dollars for 
some institutions which have been 
victims of the flat economy, of 
reduced support from the Endow- 
ment and limited access to pri- 
vate funding. This created a 
strain on the new money and too 
many organizations the Council 
would have liked to see receive 
substantial increases will find lit- 


tle to cheer about in their new 
grant amounts. 


“However, the important fact,” 
Mrs Draper continued, “‘is the 
general upward trend and the 
promise for a brighter future for 
the arts in Utah.” ‘ 


The total of $860,480 was 
awarded in the following discip- 
line areas: Dance Art, $181,000; 
Literary Arts, $19,500; Assistance 
to Literary Magazines, $9,000; 
Music Arts, $219,250; Multi-Dis- 
cipline, $93,700; Theatre Arts, 
$143,550; and Visual Arts/Archi- 
tecture — Environmental Arts 
and Design, $137,056. The total 
also includes $57,424 to be allo- 
cated under the approaching Sep- 
tember 1, 1984 and February 1, 
1985 deadline of the community 
outreach grant program.
